Death  of  Dr.  Robert  A.  Speirs  saddens  school  community 


Dr.  Robert  A.  Speirs,  Headmaster 
Emeritus,  died  on  25th  March,  1981 
after  a  lengthy  illness. 

Dr.  Speirs  was  born  in  Scotland  and 
educated  at  the  University  of  Edinburgh 
and  later  at  Columbia  University,  New 
York.  He  started  his  career  in  education 
in  Scotland  before  coming  to  Montreal 
to  teach  at  Lower  Canada  College.  Dr. 
Speirs  became  head  of  the  English 
department  at  L.C.C.  and,  later,  Assis- 
tant Headmaster  before  coming  to 
Selwyn  House  in  1945  as  Headmaster. 

In  1961,  the  School  moved  from  its 
site  on  Redpath  Street  to  its  present 
location,  and  under  the  leadership  of 
Dr.  Speirs,  Selwyn  House  expanded  to 
its  present  day  form,  a  school  offering 
grades  one  through  eleven,  a  school 
dedicated  to  academic  excellence. 

Dr.  Speirs  was  granted  an  honorary 
LL.D  by  Sir  George  Williams  University 
in  1968  in  recognition  of  his  long  and 
valuable  contribution  to  education. 
Upon  retiring  in  1971,  he  was  named 
Headmaster  Emeritus  and  continued  his 
work  in  the  classroom  teaching 
linguistics  until  last  November  when  he 
entered  the  hospital. 

Dr.  Speirs  sci  ved  his  community  as 
well.  He  was  a  member  of  the  N.D.G. 
Community  Council,  the  Board  of  the 
Fraser-Hickson  Library,  the  Senate  of 
the  Presbyterian  College  of  Montreal, 
the    Board    of    the    Queen    Elizabeth 


Hospital.  He  was  a  very  active  Mason 
and  was  Past  Master  of  St .  Paul's  Lodge 
and  Recorder  of  the  District  of 
Scotland.  Dr.  Speirs  was  also  a  member 
of  the  St.  James  Literary  Society. 

He  is  survived  by  his  daughter,  Elaine 
Muench  of  Amherst,  Mass.,  three 
grandchildren  and  a  sister,  Eva 
Thomson. 

To  countless  Old  Boys,  Bob  Speirs 
was  the  School;  unfailingly  he  took  in- 
terest in  their  later  education  and  subse- 
quent careers.  They  remember  him  with 
affection  and  esteem,  having  come  to 
appreciate  the  many  wonderful  qualities 
and  talents  he  possessed.  His  goals  and 
high  ideals,  his  rigorous  morality  and  his 
personal  warmth  and  humour  served  as 
an  inspiring  model  for  students  and  col- 
leagues alike. 

Charles  Peters,  former  member  of  the 
Selwyn  House  Board  and  longtime 
friend,  paid  fitting  tribute  in  his  eulogy 
at  the  service  held  for  Dr.  Speirs  at  the 
Knox  Crescent  and  Kensington 
Presbyterian  Church. 

"IVe  remember  him  as  a  teacher,  as  a 
leader  and  as  a  scholar.  We  recall  his 
sterling  qualities,  his  sense  of  respon- 
sibility, his  integrity,  his  vision.  We  feel 
the  loss  of  a  friend  who  was  warm  in  his 
affection  and  unfailing  in  his  loyalty.  .  . 
his  great  love  was  Selwyn  House  School 
and  the  School  of  today  stands  as  a 
.Monument  to  Robert  Speirs.  "

In  1%8,  Jim  was  appointed  Assistant 
Headmaster  under  the  late  Dr.  Robert 
A.  Speirs,  and  there  were  few  areas  of 
School  life  that  did  not  feel  his  in- 
fluence. He  was  Staff  Adviser  to  the 
Student  Council,  and  to  the  Entertain- 
ment Committee  and  Project  Society, 
and  was  the  University  Counsellor;  as 
well,  he  began  the  S.H.S.  French  Sum- 
mer School  and  initiated  and  produced 
S.H.S.  Newsletter. 

After  his  return  to  the  School  in  1972, 
Mr.  Iversen  was  of  great  value  in  the 
routine  operation  of  the  School,  but  it  is 
as  a  strong  teacher  of  mathematics  that 
he  will  be  remembered  most.  Always 
well  prepared,  he  was  capable  of 
eliciting  the  best  from  his  students  and 
provided  them  with  a  firm  grounding  in 
this  key  subject. 

To  Jim  and  his  wife,  Mary,  we  wish 
every  possible  happiness  in  the  years 
ahead.

Pugwash  III  considers  future 
possibilities  for  the  School 


The  latest  Mini-Pugwash  Conference 
took  place  in  the  Chateau  I'Aeroport  at 
Mirabel  on  the  evening  of  Friday,  April 
10th  and  during  the  day,  April  1 1th.  The 
purpose  of  this  conference  and  those  of 
1973  and  1975  was  "...to  engage  in 
some  introspection  as  to  the  School's 
academic  programme  and  to  think 
through  possibilities  for  the  future". 
The  meeting  also  provided  the 
Headmaster-Elect  Robert  Manion,  who 
was  in  attendance,  with  an  opportunty 
to  meet  informally  with  various 
members  of  staff  and  to  participate  in 
this  "think-tank". 

As  a  preliminary  to  the  conference, 
four  sub-committees  of  teachers  headed 
by  B.  S.  Stevens,  A.  Weber,  B.  Porter 
and  D.  Williams,  met  on  numerous  oc- 
casions throughout  the  winter  months  to 
consider  issues  concerning  the  School, 
issues  of  a  diverse  nature,  ranging  from 
the  structure  of  the  present  curriculum, 
the  purpose  of  homework,  the  role  of 
the    computer,    teacher's    professional 


development  to  the  scope  of  the  school's 
athletic  programme.  In  all,  these  sub- 
committees had  a  mandate  to  consider 
some  twenty  major  topics  and  their  fin- 
dings, some  confirming  existing  prac- 
tices and  policies,  others  offering  fresh 
possibilities  for  the  future,  provided 
grist  for  the  Mirabel  conference. 

Mr.  Troubetzkoy  in  his  opening 
remarks  on  Friday  evening  pointed  out 
to  the  participants  that  because  of  the 
forthcoming  change  of  Headmasters  the 
goal  of  the  meeting  was  not  to  rewrite 
the  good  book  or  to  plan  specific  pro- 
grammes for  next  September.  Rather,  a 
more  general  purpose  be  assigned  to  it, 
one  which  could  provide  the  School  with 
long-term  considerations  formulated  by 
senior  members  of  staff.

Students  raise  funds  for  varied  causes 


During  the  courie  of  the  year  students 
from  various  levels  of  the  School  have 
invoived  themselves  in  projects  to  raise 
monies  for  wonhy  causes. 

Last  December  a  drive  to  obtain  funds 
for  Italian  earthquake  victims  was  head- 
ed by  Sean  Cote  of  Grade  1 1 .  He  was 
ably  assisted  by  Colin  Chang,  Phillip 
Lapin,  Denis  Stevens,  Tim  Reid, 
Amedco  and  Simone  Pace  and  John 
Paul  Bartolini.  The  group  ran  a  well 
organised  appeal,  maintaining  a  high 
degree  of  student  interest  in  the  cam- 
paign by  skillful  use  of  posters,  notices 
and  frequent  announcements. 

Their  combined  efforts  paid  off  hand- 
somely and  a  total  of  $1 ,000.00  was  rais- 
ed by  contributions  from  the  student 
body,  the  staff  and  the  School  itself. 

Early  this  spring.  Grade  10,  under  the 
leadership  of  David  Skinner,  conducted 
a  sale  of  grapefruit  and  oranges  to 
students  and  staff.  Orders  for  cases  or 
half  cases,  which  had  been  solicited  over 
a  period  of  several  weeks,  were  placed  at 
the  wholesale  level.  Delivery  of  fruit  to 
the  School  and  distribution  of  all  orders 


were  handled  by  the  student  organisers 
in  a  flawless  fashion;  and  the  School's 
Endowment  Fund  was  $1,800.00  richer 
because  of  Grade  lO's  combined  efforts. 
Another  beneficiary  of  student  fund 
raising  was  the  Multiple  Sclerosis  cam- 
paign. Students  in  the  Junior  and  Mid- 
dle Schools  combined  their  efforts  and 
talents  to  organize  a  Read-a-thon  which 
resulted  in  a  donation  of  $1,499,33  be- 
ing made  to  this  Organization.  This  sum 
represents  a  sizeable  increase  over  last 
year's  gift,  and  it  was  earned  by  these 
younger  students  reading  a  total  of  586 
books.
